156 tires pulled 
from one spot 
on Shawsheen

Jack Brady, vice president of the Shawsheen 
River Watershed Association, skillfully maneuvers 
his tire-filled canoe onto the slick and muddy shore 
of the Shawsheen River. “Are you the guys that 
ordered the tires?” he jokes. 

The “ground crew” laughs and begins to 
remove the wet and muddy tires from the canoe 
and add them to the growing pile on the shore. The 
SRWA’s tire cleanup is underway. 

During the three-hour cleanup in a Lawrence 
section of the river on July 20, 16 people, six 
canoes, and one dog managed to remove 156 tires, 
breaking the old record for this section of the river, 
which was 125. 

“I think that the river is worth putting back into 
the condition that it once was in,” said Bob Katz, of 
Andover, who is on the executive board of the 
SRWA. “If more people knew about the Shaw- 
sheen as a recreational resource, they would be

Enrollment projections 


More crowded high school, 
fewer kids at other schools 


By Ben Hellman 

The school administration 
released projected student 
enrollment figures tor Septem- 
ber this week. Andover High 
School's enrollment is projected 
to go up by 126 students over 
last year, but there will be only 
seven more middle-school stu- 
dents and 31 fewer elementary 
students. 

All existing elementary 
schools and middle schools will 
see a large drop in student popu- 
lation once the new schools 
open. Doherty Middle School 
will have 203 fewer students 
come September than it did in 
January of last year, and West 
Middle will have 211 less. 

The elementary schools will 
have fewer students as well. 
Most elementary schools will 
house at least 100 fewer stu- 
dents. South Elementary will 


lose 62 students. 

The highest class sizes across 
elementary schools are at South 
School, where there will be four 
classes of 25 students in the 
third grade, four classes of 26.25 
students in the fourth grade and 
five classes of 22.80 students in 
the fifth grade. 

The largest class sizes in the 
middle schools will be at Doher- 
ty where there will be eight 
classes of 26 students. 

The freshman class at the 
high school, projected to have 
522 students, would be more 
than a hundred students larger 
than the rest of the classes, if 
those projections are accurate. 
However, grade 9 projections 
can be difficult because many

They have done it for a num- 
ber of reasons 

For Burt Ochs, it was a way 
of getting in shape. Then, his 
father passed away from termi- 
nal lung cancer and he had extra 
motivation. 

For David Morgenstern, it 
was just something to do. Then 
he met the people involved with 
it and realized how worthwhile a 
cause it really was. 

For Howard Spector, it was 
his brother that got him into it. 
He also had a little cousin die 
from leukemia. 

For Joan Axelrod, it was a 
way to do some good, and a 
change from her usual routine. 

Despite their differences, 
what all four of these people 
have in common is a desire to 
fight cancer and a love of bike 
riding. On Aug. 3 and 4, they 
will get their chance to do both 
at the Pan-Massachusetts Chal- 
lenge, a bike ride across Massa- 
chusetts that is expected to raise 
$15 million for the Jimmy Fund, 
an organization that supports 
cancer care and research at the 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute. 

With 3,600 riders (including 
20 from Andover) raising an 
average of $4,600 each, it is the 
Jimmy Fund’s largest fundraiser.

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“People are thrilled you're 
doing something to fight can- 
cer.” said Axelrod, who is an 
Andover resident along with 
Spector, Ochs and Morgenstem. 
“It is a rewarding feeling, and 
it’s a trip based on camaraderie.” 

“It’s a wonderful feeling,” 
Spector added. “Everyone 
should have a cause they're 
working for.” 

People of all skill levels com 
pete in the six different routes, 
ranging from the 89-mile one- 
day trip from Wellesley to 
Bourne, to the 192-mile two-day 
trek from Sturbridge to 
Provincetown. Ochs, Morgen- 
stern, Spector and Axelrod are 
all taking the long route from 
Sturbridge to Provincetown.

Joseph's Church, did not return a 
call from the Jownsman to com- 
ment on whether he would sup- 
port a chapter at his parish. St. 
Augustine members who attend- 
ed the Voice of the Faithful 
meeting at St. Robert’s Monday 
night said their parish does not 
have a chapter, though the parish 
office could not confirm that. 

“Some people think we don’t

Goal: ‘Never again’ 

Voice of the Faithful does not 
yet have solid positions on what 
changes it will push for within 
the Church structure and hierar- 
chy, says Nowak. For now, it is 
most important to gain strength 
in faith, unity and knowledge, 
she says. The group, including 
St. Robert’s parishioners, plans 
to educate itself on the history of 
the Church before taking the 
next step — taking formal 
stances. 

“You can’t begin to partici- 
pate in structural change until 
you understand the structure in 
which we were brought up,” says 
Nowak. 

The biggest challenge will be 
to remember the victims, many 
of whom demonstrated at the 
conference with signs and voices 
colored with fury and betrayal. 
Hespeler remembers them viv id- 
ly. “There were so many victims 
there that could have been one of 
us. There was a man there who 
looked like the CEO of a compa- 
ny,” she says. 

“It’s part of our responsibility 
to take that anger,” says Dlesk. 
“Because no one else is taking 
it.” 

No one at St. Robert’s has yet 
stood up and announced that 
they, too, are a victim — but that 
doesn’t mean that person, or 
those people, aren’t there. 

“We do not know whether 
there is someone who sits in our 
pews who has not yet come for- 
ward and been affected,” says 
Nowak. “The challenge is to 
remember that people are still in 
pain. We can make changes, but 
we have to remember why we 
came together, and make sure 
this never happens again.”

Near North Andover Town Line) 
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Catholic Charities will 
accept Voice funds

One Andover resident is 
applauding Catholic Chari- 
ties for taking a stand against 
the Archdiocese and Cardinal 
Bernard Law. 

When the Archdiocese 
announced Monday that it 
would not accept donations 
from Voice of the Faithful, a 
group of Catholics rallying 
for change within the Church, 
that meant that all the chari- 
ties it controls could not 
accept the money either. 

Wednesday, Catholic 
Charities declared that it 
would take the money, with 
or without Law’s blessing. 

“T am so proud of Catholic 

Charities!” exclaims JoAnne 
Nowak, a member of the 
local chapter of Voice of the 
Faithful. “I am absolutely 
thrilled that an agency within 
the Archdiocese has stood 
up.” 
Voice of the Faithful 
recently created a fund called 
Voice of Compassion, as an 
alternative for Catholics who 
want to support charities 
financially but do not want to 
give through the Church’s 
hierarchy. The fund already 
contains about $10,000 in 
pledges. 

The Archdiocese amended 
its statement Wednesday as 
well, announcing that 
Catholic Charities and other 
Church-affiliated organiza- 
tions, with their own board of 
directors, could choose to 
accept donations from Voice 
of the Faithful. However, pro- 
grams administered directly 
by the Church are still pro- 
hibited from accepting the 
donations, the statement says. 

Donations to the Cardi- 
nal’s Annual Appeal are 
down significantly - and 
many believe that Catholics 
are holding tight to their wal- 
lets as a way to express anger 
and outrage. As a result, Law 
has announced budget reduc- 
tions for the Church’s min- 
istries as high as 40 percent. 
Some parishes, such as St. 
Augustine on Essex Street, 
have consistently received 
less than their weekly collec- 
tion goals. Local charities 
that depend on money from 
the Archdiocese are feeling 


the cutbacks. Organizations 
that aren’t Catholic are also 
caught in the standoff. 

“Locally, Lazarus House 
is in dire need of donations,” 
says Dave Dlesk, a parish- 
ioner at St. Robert’s. Recent- 
ly, Lazarus House adminis- 
trators admitted that they 
were having trouble paying 
bills, and could be forced to 
close some of the organiza- 
tion’s facilities. Lazarus 
House runs a food kitchen, a 
family shelter, thrift stores 
and more. 

“If you did not want to 
give to the Cardinal's Appeal, 
you can give to Voice of 
Compassion, and the money 
will be funneled to groups 
that need it,” says Maria Sil- 
vaggi, a member at St. 
Robert’s. “You have to get 
the money to them some 
way.” 

Voice of the Faithful is not 
suggesting people refrain 
from giving to the Cardinal's 
Appeal, says Nowak. Rather, 
it is offering another outlet 
for Catholics to continue giv- 
ing. The fact that the Arch- 
diocese was preventing 
Catholic Charities from 
receiving the donations — 
and still is preventing some 
organizations — angers her. 

“(Catholic Charities) were 
being held hostage by this 
decision,” she says. “It was 
an issue of control. It’s a 
power play. (Money) in the 
Catholic Church is power, 
and that’s the only power the 
laity has right now.” 

Nowak is encouraging 
people to give to Voice of the 
Faithful, if they are inclined 
not to give to the Cardinal’s 
Appeal. Catholic Charities’ 
decision to accept the money 
will help reassure those who 
choose to give that their 
money is going to a charity 
they support. “They know 
that it will be a funnel to at 
least one deserving agency,” 
she says. 

Nowak, who already 
wrote a check to Catholic 
Charities recently, decided 
Wednesday, after hearing the 
news, to write another one. 
“For their brave stand they 
should be supported,” she 
says.

more respectful of it.” 

Aside from the plurality of 
muck-filled tires, the clean up 
crew removed two shopping 
carts, one bicycle, a large metal 
drum with “Ciudad de 
Lawrence” (City of Lawrence) 
painted on it, and a large blue 
wire contraption that won the 
award for “Most Unidentifiable 
Object of the Day.” Many more 
objects, including an abandoned 
refrigerator could be seen mar- 
ring the natural beauty of the 
river, but this cleanup was 
focused on tire-removal only, 
and such items were necessarily 
left behind. “It really is a very 
nice river, but it’s been abused,” 
says Katz. “(SWRA President 
Bob Rauseo) and I paddled 
through three or four weeks ago. 
It was really beautiful, we saw 
deer, great blue heron — except 
for the noise from 1-495, you 
would think you were in New 
Hampshire somewhere, instead 
of the middle of Lawrence.” 

Suzanne Robert, also of 
Andover, is one of the founding 
members of the SRWA. As a 
Hydrogeologist at the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protec- 
tion, she can provide some 
insight into where all the tires in 
the river come from. She says 
most tires aren't dumped direct- 
ly into the river, but rather are 
dumped elsewhere and carried 


to the river during a rain or 
runoff from melting snow. 
Robert has come to four river 
cleanups during the past few 
years. 

Brady, an Andover resident, 
says he’s participated in more 
river cleanups than he can count 
and was pleased with the day’s 
progress. He points out that 
most of the river’s problems 
come from the abuses of indi- 
vidual people, not widespread 
misuse by corporations, as was 
the case in the past. Katz agrees, 
saying that if people would have 
more respect for the river, these 
cleanups might not be necessary. 
“It'll be nice to see the day come 
when this will be something that 
you only have to do once a year 
instead of multiple times a year,” 
he says. 

Most of the participants in the 
cleanup were seasoned tire- 
pullers, but a few new faces 
showed up, including Richard 
McCarthy, formerly of Andover 
and now a Lawrence resident, 
who was participating in his first 
river cleanup. A senior citizen 
member of the SRWA, 
McCarthy kept the official tire 
count, and told stories about his 
childhood on this section of the 
river. “I got poison ivy for the 
first time right over there,” he 
told the ground crew, removing 
one hand from the large truck 
tire he was wrestling with to 
point out a clearing where poi- 


son ivy still grows. Diane 
Rusckowski, of Andover, came 
after reading about the cleanup 
in the Townsman. Although she 
admitted to “tiring out” quickly, 
Rusckowski said that she was 
interested in coming to more 
cleanups and bringing her sons 
as well. 

The rest of the cleanup crew 
consisted of canoe enthusiasts, 
environmental activists, a boys 
group from Lowell on a commu- 
nity-service trip, and a small 
dog. “You’d be amazed at how 
much work dedicated people 
can get done,” said Brady, refer- 
ring to a past cleanup, when one 
member 
removed more than 100 tires 
from a different section of the 
river. 

By noon, the path from the 
river to the road is lined with 
tires in varying states of disre- 
pair. The next step will come 
days later, when those members 
who have trucks will come and 
load the tires into the back, 
bringing them to stations where 
they can be disposed of. The 
cost of disposal is $2 per tire, 
more if the tire still has a rim, 
and truck tires — those more than 
16 inches — must be transported 
to a different site. They also cost 
more to dispose: $12 per tire. 


The SRWA has a grant for | 


$2,500, given by the New Eng- 
land Grassroots Environmental 
Fund, to dispose of the tires.

Caroline Claflin, 15, has 
always enjoyed acting, but there 
are some things she’s avoided 
doing on stage.

auditions last March and cast 26 
kids out of about 55 hopefuls, 
and chose six for the technical 
crew.

Choreographer Beverly 
Richards reviews the dance 
steps with the kids over and 
over — and then over again.

Strong pitching by Kyle Lightner, 
coupled with timely slugging by Colin 
Bowman and Danny Haugh, lifted the 
Andover American Little League 
Major 11-12 All-Stars to one tourney 
championship and to the brink of a sec- 
ond title.

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Laptop program growing 


Proponents push value to abet pe IA f

HE ANDOVER SCHOOLS 
laptop program 1s 
expanding next year to 
include two more 
encompassing approximately 
125 students. 

This past year’s program at 
South Elementary School had 
72 students in three classes, two 
fourth-grade and one fifth-grade 
class. Next year the program 
will add a second fifth-grade 
class at the South School to 
allow all the fourth-graders cur- 
rently in the program to contin- 
ue with the laptops. The pro- 
gram will also be extended to a 
new school: one fifth-grade 
class at West Elementary. 

South teachers Susan Cook- 
son, Susanne Rech and Mellissa 
Nessbaum had positive things 
to say to the School Committee 
about the effects of the program 
on their students. A higher 
attendance record was seen, as 
well as an increase in writing 
volume. Teachers said that 
because of the program, stu- 
dents are using paragraphs to 
answer questions they would 
have responsded to with sen- 
tences. Parents Peter O'Kelly 
and Jim Fry said their kids were 
turning into computer wizzes. 
O'Kelly said his daughter was 
“showing me things on Power 
Point I didn’t know were possi- 
ble and posting things on 
HTML that were humbling.” 

Superintendent Claudia 
Bach said that student achieve- 
ment was her only objective. 
She wants to see if students are 
actually learning better with the 
laptops. “We see what looks 
like added value, much more 
added value than we thought.” 
she said. Bach says that collect- 
ing data will take time. “It’s 
going to take this two, three, 
four years,” said Bach. 

School Committee members 
were concerned about equity. 
The program is exclusive and 
costs parents the price of a lap- 
top, $1,800 last year per stu- 
dent. O'Kelly said that this year 
parents would be offered a price 
range from $1,585 to $2,200. 
The price discrepancies reflect 
the adding of optional extras 
like a DVD player or a CD 
player with read/write abilities. 
“It’s quite a killer machine,” 


classes 


said O’ Kelly. 
But not everyone will get 


one. “We're depriving the rest 
of our kids,” said member Dick 
Collins. 


“We're not obligated to pro- 
vide the lowest common 
denominator,” said member 
Gerry Gustus. 

Parent Annette Grams was 
concerned that even if financial 
aid is available, some parents 
will be reluctant to accept help 
because of pride or embarrass- 
ment. “There is a middle class 
in this town and it’s being 
squeezed.” she said. Grams said 
that if she were a child in 
Andover now her mother would 
not have been able to afford the 
program and wouldn't have 
applied for aid.

A bigger slice of the pie?

Gustus brought a recommen- 
dation this week to the School 
Committee to increase the per- 
centage the schools get of the 
town’s operating revenue. 

Gustus considers the recent 
school budget cuts to be a failure 
for the School Committee. He 
believes that setting clear goals is 
necessary to make progress and 
not have to cut back next year. 
“Unclear goals produce unclear 
results,” said Gustus. This week 
he recommended the clear goal 
for the schools of trying to receive 
a higher percentage of the town’s 
operating revenue. If the schools 
do not achieve that goal the result 
will be “additional cuts or higher 
class size much more comprehen- 
sively,” said Gustus. 

Gustus suggested that the 
schools should receive 53 percent 
of the town’s revenue. According 
to his calculations, the schools are 
receiving about 45 percent now in 
fiscal year 2003. He would like to 
see a 3-percent increase for 
school year 2004 and an increase 
of one point each year after that 
until the schools have reached 53 
percent. “I think this is a sane 
way to do this,” said Gustus. 

Chairwoman Tina Girdwood 
and members Skip Eccles and 
Christopher Smith were reluctant 
to set a specific percentage or 
number without a deeper investi- 
gation of the numbers and impact. 
The committee tabled the discus- 
sion until September when school 
has begun and selectmen and 
Finance Committee members 
may be able to attend. 

“The schools are getting a 
larger percentage than 53 percent 
anyhow,” said Major. He pointed 
out that school employees’ health 
insurance and human resources 
are covered by the town side. “I 
feel quite confident that it’s sig- 
nificantly more than 45 percent,” 
he said. Major would like to see a 
hiring freeze next year for town 
and school employees. He is pro- 
jecting a $2.5 million deficit. 
“Let’s try to maintain status quo,” 
he said. But he’s pleased that peo- 


ple are looking at the budget. 
“These are good questions to start 
asking now,” he said. 

Finance Committee Chair- 
woman Joanne Marden said that 
Gustus was starting with wrong 
numbers. By taking the total year 
2003 operating revenue and mak- 
ing it the number to base his per- 
centage on, Gustus is considering 
unavailable funds — such as 
sewer, water and debt-exclusion 
costs — as being available to the 
schools. She says that until offi- 
cials agree on what numbers to 
use “we can’t have a meaningful 
discussion.” 

But Marden isn’t against the 
idea of defining a goal. “Setting a 
target is a perfectly reasonable 
thing to do. The target has to 
make sense,” she said. 

Gustus said he hasn’t seen 
growth in what the schools have 
received over the past three 
cycles. He presented figures that 
actually shrunk between fiscal 
years 2001 and 2003. According 
to his numbers the operating 
growth from school year 2000-01 
was $5.7 million. Of that he says 
that the schools got $4 million 
and the town got $1.7 million. In 
school year 2002-03, with an 
operating growth of $7.5 million 
he says the schools got $3.2 mil- 
lion and the town got $4.3 mil- 
lion. 

Gustus said that people cite 
two reasons for moving to 
Andover: the schools and preser- 


vation. Gustus says there are 
town-side expenditures — such as 
the DPW and library, both of 


which Gustus characterizes as 
excellent — that shouldn't rank 
equal to the needs of the schools. 
He believes the town puts aside 
money for lots of reasons and that 
leaves the schools short. “It’s the 
priorities that go to town for the 
supplemental budget transfers 
and overrides,” said Gustus. 

He isn’t content with the 
Strategic Planning Task Force's 
efforts. “I have seen an unwilling- 
ness to tackle the tough issues,” 
he said. Gustus said that the issue 
shouldn’t be one of town versus 
schools. 

“Opening the new schools is 
the town’s priority this year,” said 
Marden. She said that the rest of 
the town departments have held 
themselves back to support the 
schools. 

Marden pointed out that the 
town manager couldn't hire new 
people this year. 


Bach underscores book cuts

Following recent comments 
by School Committee member 
Christopher Smith, Superinten- 
dent Claudia Bach this week 
focused attention on the num- 
ber of books that will not be 
purchased because residents 
voted against a Proposition 2 
override for the schools. 

The School Committee 
voted last Monday to spend 
$208,194 on new textbooks. 

“These new books will be 
used across the district and 
benefit all of our students. 
Thanks to the generous 10-per- 
cent increase in our school 
budget this year, Andover is 
fortunate to have these addi- 
tional funds to buy so many 
new books for our students,” 


said Smith in a press release. 

While Bach was happy for 
the textbooks that the schools 
could purchase, she indicated 
she would have preferred to 
highlight the $100,000 in 
books that the schools planned 
to buy, but could not after the 
override failed. Bach said that 
Smith’s statement “suggests 
we have been able to purchase 
all the books we needed and 
more.” 

Instead, plans to buy calcu- 
lus textbooks for levels 1, 2 and 
3 and advanced placement 
were shelved, said Bach. She 
added that math textbooks 
scheduled for purchase for sev- 
enth- and eighth-graders will 
not be purchased. “The funds 
we requested were critical to 


the students of this district,” 
said Bach. 

Bach stressed the impor- | 
tance of new textbooks, which | 
she said are fundamental to | 
sharpening curriculums for | 
improving student achieve- 
ment on MCAS and other 
tests. Bach says it’s a simple | 
equation. “(Without the books) | 
the curriculum can’t be imple- 
mented,” she said. She called 
cutting the books “a heart- 
breaking decision to make.” 

Andover schools are set to | 
purchase an additional $58,000 | 
in books in January after teach- 
ers submit book reviews this 
fall. Those books will be for 
ninth-grade integrated science 
courses and fourth- and fifth- 
grade reading programs.
